Such reports as have been 
made in Massachusetts, for example-, upon 
drainugy, sewerage nnd ventilation ; upon 
the causes of typhoid lever, diphtheria, Ac., 
Newport is a cosmopolitan city and will be 
especially boncfitled by such a boar.l. It is 
a city in whioh the people of other sections 
of tho country have as much interest ns 
those who wore horn and reared on tho spot 
and have as much right to bo hoard. 
They 


pay full one half the taxes and are identified 
with all tho interests of the place. 
The 


question of health affects us alike, whether 
wo reside hero all the year or only in tmm- 
mer, nnd our reputation oa that point is our 
wealth. 
A competent Board of Health can 


do much for us, and iu these days of rivalry 
between watering places we canuot afford 
to squander any of our opportunities.
